DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's Amendments 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed 02/26/2004 in response to the Office Action mailed 
1 1/26/2003 has been entered. The present Office Action is made with all the suggested 
amendments being fully considered. 

Claims 64-71 have been previously cancelled without prejudice. 
New claims 72-84 have been added. 

Drawings Amendment 

2. The drawings amendment of Figs. 1A-1D and 2A-2D proposed with the 
Amendment filed 02/26/2004 is approved by the Examiner. 

Specification 

3. The amendment of the specification filed 02/26/2004 is approved by the 
Examiner. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/26/2004 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 
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Response to Applicant's Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 02/26/2004 have been fully considered. They all are 
found persuasive. 

Objection to the Figures 

6. The previous objections to Figs. 3A and 3B are withdrawn. 

ALLOWANCE 

7. Claims 1-63 and 72-84 are allowed. 

Claims 1-63 and 72-84 are subsequently renumbered by the Examiner to claims 1-76. 

Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A mass spectrometer comprising a time-of-flight (TOF) mass analyzer, an ion 
trap (IT) mass analyzer and an ion guiding element to direct ions along a curved 
trajectory into the TOF/MS in a normal MS mode of operation, or alternatively into the 
IT/MS in an alternative mode of operation, as recited in claims 22 and 50, respectively, 
or ions of a first extraction along a curved trajectory into the TOF/MS and ions of a 
second extraction into the IT/MS in a tandem mode of operation, as recited in claim 1, 
wherein the ion guiding element is disposed in front of both the TOF/MS and the IT/MS, 
as recited in claim 84, is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by any prior art. 
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Claims 2-21, 23-49, 51-63 and 72-83 are also allowed because of their 
dependencies, either directly or indirectly, upon claims 1, 22 or 50.
